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ADMINISTRATIVE ORGANIZATION THE CALIFORNIA 
STATE DEPARTMENT PUBLIC HEALTH 


The California State Department Health, 
which the second oldest the Nation, was estab- 
lished April 15, 1870, only years after the for- 
mation the State Government. 

The first State Board Health consisted seven 
physicians appointed the Governor and was pri- 
marily advisory and informational body with ex- 
ceedingly limited powers. 1905 the Legislature 
expanded these powers provide for 
ization. From time time additional bureaus and 
divisions were established under the supervision 
the board. 

The State Board Health now consists eight 
members: seven physicians, including the director 
the department, and one dentist. Members are ap- 
pointed the Governor for four-year terms, stag- 
gered that there are always some experienced mem- 
bers give continuity policy. The board functions 
policy-making, regulatory, judicial, and licensing 
body. 

The State Director Public Health the executive 
officer the board and the administrative head the 
department. his duty administer the laws and 
regulations the board pertaining public health, 
observe sanitary and public health conditions 
throughout the State, and take all necessary pre- 
protect the State its sanitary and 
health relations with other States and countries. 

The legal duties the Department Public Health 
Examination into the causes communicable 
disease man and domestic animals; investigation 
the sources morbidity and mortality and the effects 
localities, employments, conditions and cireum- 
the public health; licensing hospitals 
under the Hospital Act 1945; detection and 


prevention adulteration food and drugs; exam- 
ination for and the prevention pollution sources 
water and ice supplies; and preparation and 
distribution cost antitoxins, vaccine, and other 
approved products for the control preven- 
tion communicable disease. The department may 
advise all local health authorities, and, when its 
judgment the public health menaced, shall control 
and regulate their action. 

The State department has one its 
functions the encouragement and stimulation local 
health departments capable meeting the public 
health needs the areas which they serve. Direct 
publie health service the people California 
given mainly local public health departments, the 
State department giving only such direct service 
provided locally. The chief way which 
the department works toward the accomplishment 
adequate local health departments through provid- 
ing the following services:

January, 1945, the administrative structure 
the Department was reorganized the Director with 
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the approval the Governor. The activities the 
Department are now conducted five Divisions with 
supervision over fourteen Bureaus. 


DIVISION ADMINISTRATION 

The Division Administration three bu- 
reaus: Business Management, Records and 
and Health Education. 

The Bureau Business Management responsible 
for fiscal and personnel control, accounting, and office 
management. 

The Bureau Records and now respon- 
sible for registration and analysis births, deaths, 
and marriages. planned that the bureau will 
responsible for the recording and analysis not only 
vital statistics but also morbidity service 
records. 

The Bureau Health Education conducts state- 
wide program education the health 
problems and fosters local community organization for 
the solution public health problems through educa- 
tion. 
tion and local health and school departments, also 
seeks improve the quality school health services 
and instruction. 


DIVISION PREVENTIVE MEDICAL SERVICE 


The Division Preventive Medical Service includes 
six bureaus with provision for the addition seventh 
bureau, the Bureau Oral Health, soon qualified 
personnel become available. 

The Bureau Maternal and Child Health conducts 
activities for the improvement the health mothers 
and children, such conferences and areas 
where such services are not supplied locally enforces 
board regulations pertaining institutions receiving 
maternity cases; conducts the State program for the 
aid crippled children; administers the emergency 
maternal and infant care program which provides 
medical and hospital care for the wives and infants 
servicemen and registers school audiometrists. 

The Bureau Tuberculosis administers the state- 
wide program for the prevention and cure tubercu- 
losis. Its chief services are the establishment and main- 
tenance high standards sanatoria throughout the 
State, the administration the State subsidy law, and 
the conduct X-ray surveys. 

The Bureau Venereal Diseases administers the 
venereal disease control program which includes con- 
siderable Federal and State financial assistance 
local health departments conducting venereal disease 
programs and free public and lab- 
oratories. administers the laws requiring premari- 
tal and prenatal examinations for syphilis. 

California law requires the reporting different

ment Public Health. The Bureau Acute Com- 
municable Diseases records the number cases each 
reportable disease, the total number deaths caused 
the disease, the age and racial distribution, the local- 


ities which the disease occurred, and other informa- 


tion this kind. From these records, trends dis- 
eases are determined which are useful the State and 
local authorities planning their programs for the 
improvement the health and control 
prevent epidemics. Through immediate knowledge 
outbreak disease, the bureau enabled take 
action prevent spread, and, some cases, remove 
the cause. 

The Bureau Health Nursing responsible 
for the development and maintenance high stand- 
ards public health nursing the State. 
accomplish this objective, the bureau assists local 
health departments and other agencies obtain quali- 
fied public health nurses; offers advisory service 
public health nurses and local health agencies; and 
maintains educational program open all 
health nurses the State. 

The Bureau Adult Health responsible for pro- 
grams for the protection the health industrial 
workers from both occupational and general health 
hazards. assists local health departments develop 
their programs and services industrial health and 
provides services (medical, engineering, and 
nursing consultations and studies) individual indus- 
tries. The bureau maintains laboratory for the an- 
alysis samples materials used industrial 
esses which may hazardous health. 


DIVISION ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 


The Division Environmental Sanitation includes 
two bureaus, the Bureau Sanitary Engineering and 
the Bureau Food and Drugs. 

Community water supply and sewage disposal 
California are regulated through permits issued the 
State Department Public Health. each ease, ac- 
tion based investigations and reports made the 
Bureau Sanitary Engineering. 

order reduce minimum the danger water 
and insect-borne disease, the bureau maintains super- 
vision water supplies; sewage disposal systems; in- 
dustrial waste disposal; beach, stream, and watershed 
pollution mosquito control and the handling shell- 
fish. The work, which primarily investigative, ad- 
visory, and promotional, conducted through and 
with local health, water, and sewer departments. The 
bureau assists local authorities safeguard the gen- 
eral sanitation communities emergency situations 
such serious floods, earthquakes, fires, other catas- 
trophes. 
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Section Sanitary Inspections makes surveys 
sanitary conditions, particularly related the dis- 
posal garbage and sewage areas where there are 
community sewage disposal systems. This section 
surveys throughout the ascertain the 
presence disease rodents, particularly plague, and 
assists local health officers preventing the spread 
rabies. 

The Bureau Food and Drugs charged under 
California law with the responsibility for the detection 
and prevention adulteration and mislabeling 
foods and drugs produced within the State. The bu- 
reau cooperates with the Federal Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration the control products which cross 
State lines. Within the bureau the section Can- 
nery Inspection which administers and enforces Cali- 
fornia laws governing the canning and packing meat 
and nonacid vegetable products. 


DIVISION LABORATORIES 

The Division Laboratories engages six princi- 
pal diagnostic procedures involving bacteri- 
and serologic examinations related the control 
communicable diseases; manufacture and distribu- 
tion biologie products and one per cent silver ni- 
trate analysis food and drugs, required pri- 
marily for the the laws relating the 
purity such analysis water and sewage, 
for the purpose insuring the safety water sup- 
plies and enforcement laws that require licensing 
manufacturers and distributors biologie products, 
that regulate clinical and public health laboratories, 
and that require the licensing laboratory techni- 

The Virus Laboratory examines specimens for the 
diagnosis virus diseases such encephalitis and, 
through grant from the Rockefeller Foundation, con- 
extensive research determine the cause, epi- 
demiology, and methods controlling influenza. 

Other research the cause and control communi- 
diseases and methods improving public 
health laboratory also conducted. 


DIVISION LOCAL HEALTH SERVICE 


The Division Local Health Service promotes the 
establishment and development full-time local 
health departments staffed with qualified health 
personnel and conducting programs meeting the rec- 
ommended standards public health practice. The 
relationship the division local health departments 
and officials advisory, except insofar the bureau 
administers State and Federal funds made available 
local health departments. utilizing the profes- 


sional personnel from the other divisions the depart- 


ment, the Division Local Health Service serves 
coordinate the varied programs the department. 


PACIFIC VETERAN SOURCE MALARIA 
INFECTION 


Three cases malaria traced returned soldier 
are reported Dr. William Powell, Contra Costa 
health officer. 

The soldier, who had had attack malaria while 
serving the Pacific War Theater, suffered relapse 
Contra Costa County September. was diag- 
nosed private physician and responded promptly 
quinine therapy.

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COURT DECISION POWERS BOARDS 
HEALTH 

The right the New York City Board Health 
require that teachers and other school employees who 
come contact with children procure biennially 
physician’s certificate based upon chest X-ray exam- 
ination freedom from active tuberculosis 
was upheld recently the New York State Supreme 
Court. 

The decision, which denied the request 
committee teachers’ organizations for injunction, 
important addition legal opinion regarding the 
power and authority board health enact regu- 
lations designed protect the health the people. 

Two questions were answered the decision: (1) 
Has the State delegated the power enact the regu- 
lation question the Board Health the City 
New York? (2) the regulation arbitrary, capri- 
cious unreasonable and contrary the constitution 
and laws the State New York? 

Regarding question (1), was decided that the 
had properly delegated the power 
regulate the public health the Department Health 
the City New York with certain limitations.’’ 

considering question (2), the court took into 
count the fact that tuberculosis disease which fre- 
quently not diagnosed other than X-ray until 
has existed the patient for considerable length 
time. recognized that contact between the teacher 
and the school child often intimate and greatly in- 
the hazard the child the teacher should 
have active infection, and concluded that: Under 
the the regulation not arbitrary 
but rather reasonable exercise the 
power vested the board health protect the pub- 
lie 

With reference discrimination the court stated 

constitutional prohibition against 
legislation such classification based upon 
some reasonable ground and not essentially arbi- 
trary. Having mind the object and pur- 
pose Regulation 19(a), can not said that the 

Board Health acted unreasonably arbitrarily 

placing the school teacher and school employee 

different category from the policeman, the fireman, 

the motorman, the street cleaner the clerk.’’ 

ruling constitutionality, the court said: 

here, the choice must made between 
the individual rights the teacher, the one hand, 
and the health school children generally, the 
other, the teacher’s rights must yield 
the common good. this connection our courts 


have consistently held that the natural right life, 
liberty and the pursuit happiness not abso- 
lute one but that must yield the sacrifice neces- 
sary order that organized society whole

CHANGES SCHOOL REPORTS FOR 


Changes the procedure the schools recording 
data absences due illnesses that are legally credit- 
able emergency average daily attendance for State 
allotments have been instituted the State Depart- 
ment Education. Assistance formulating the 
plan has been given the State Department Public 
Health. 

Under the new plan, schools are required make 
monthly reports instead annual reports. Two new 
items data are requested total days absence, and 
days absence due illness. Cases illness are not 
reported the new forms. there 


the method reporting schools local 


health officers cases reportable diseases official 
eards submitted accordance with the regulations. 

Instructions schools state that determining 
days absence due illness, all illness should in- 
cluded. ‘‘Not only communicable diseases but any 
deviation from health which reasonably justifies the 
child’s from school the best interests 
himself others ‘illness’; for example any disease, 
injury, disability, exclusion quarantine recom- 
fact illness may accepted from the school nurse, 
the parents, through the teacher’s own 

Monthly reports from each school district are com- 
piled the office each county superintendent 
schools and four copies are sent each local health 
officer the county for signature attesting the 
entries the districts under his jurisdiction. One 
copy kept the local health officer. the three 
copies which are returned the county superinten- 
dent, one kept that office and two are sent the 
State Department Education which forwards one 
copy the State Department Health.

UNDER NEW LAW 


More than 600 applications for certification 
registered sanitarian have been received the 
Department Health under the provisions 
the 1945 Sanitarian’s Registration Act, Chapter 
Sections 540 542 the Health and Safety Code. 

trained the field sanitary science and technology 
who qualified carry out educational and 
tional duties and enforce the law the field sani- 
tation.’’ 

The act requires that the State Department Pub- 
Health shall certify registered sanitarian any 
person who qualifies himself one the procedures 
outlined the law. 

Any person shall accepted for registration who 
before 1946, has passed official 
civil service examination certified official 
agency qualifying him sanitarian, food and market 
inspector, housing inspector, given the State, 
county local health district the State. 

Any person shall for registration who 
has prior the effective date the legislation been 
employed sanitarian, food and market inspector, 
sanitary inspector, housing inspector the State, 

any city, any county, any city and county, any 
local health district the State. 

The State department may hold examinations 
various parts the State for the purpose determin- 
ing persons who are qualified and competent act 
registered sanitarians who desire become employed 
full time basis health departments. Certificates 
may issued persons who pass such examinations. 
The State Board Public Health may rule estab- 


lish minimum standards and qualifications for such 
persons. 


The act also provides that persons known assistant 
sanitarians may without possession certificate 
registration employed work under the supervision 
registered sanitarian until such time they may 
qualified examination. -Duration such em- 
ployment not exceed two years.

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SILICA AND LEAD HAZARDS 
POTTERY PLANTS 


Industrial hygiene conditions were studied 
pottery plants recently the Bureau Adult Health. 

almost all the plants, silica dust presented 
hazard during certain operations although 
most cases excellent controls were being used nearly 
all the operations. 

two the plants, the silica dust problem was 
severe, mainly result the general poor house- 


keeping and the almost complete lack local exhaust 


ventilation. the molding figurines, the molds 
are held together with heavy rubber bands while the 
elay introduced. When these rubber bands are ap- 
plied, they are snapped into position which causes 
eloud fine dust rise which inhaled the worker. 

Lead also hazard from exposure the material 

general, called for local exhaust 
and, some cases, substitution wet 
methods where dry are now used.

The traffic psittacine birds always heavy during 
the holiday season and close supervision necessary 
prevent the shipment immature birds. There were 
158 certificates issued during November covering the 
interstate shipment 2649 shell parakeets and 
larger psittacine birds.

Frank Quigley, sanitary inspector for the State 
Department Public Health charge the admin- 
istration the Psittacosis Control Act, died coro- 
nary thrombosis his home Los Angeles De- 
cember 10th. survived his wife.

INCREASING USE PENICILLIN 
PUBLIC CLINICS 


There has been marked increase since May the 
number patients with syphilis and gonorrhea who 
are reported public health receiving 
penicillin therapy. 

For the first five months the year, average 
syphilis patients and 715 gonorrhea patients re- 
penicillin therapy each month California 
From June through October, the monthly 
average number patients being treated with 
penicillin was 184 syphilis patients and 1171 gonorrhea 
patients. Part the increase the number syph- 
ilis patients treated with penicillin was due the 
establishment the Los Angeles Rapid Treatment 
Center May 1945. 

The State Bureau Venereal Diseases distributed 
136,200,000 units penicillin local health officers 
during November this year. 
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SWIFT ACTION CASE SUSPECTED 
BOTULISM 


The swiftness and efficiency with which public 
health officials can act the prevention tragedy 
was illustrated recent case suspected botulism. 

official the State Division Laboratories was 
telephoned 11.30 one night recently and told that 
student the University California had been ad- 
mitted eastbay hospital and botulism poisoning 
was suspected. Attention was directed botulism 
because the student had eaten canned food which 
showed signs spoilage and which, the past, has 
been responsible for many cases. 

The hospital one the State depositories anti- 
toxin and immediate administration prophylactic 
dose was recommended. Samples the suspected food 
were obtained and 1.30 a.m. slides had been pre- 
pared and examined and material had been injected 
into mice. the next morning was determined that 
botulinus toxin was not the cause the illness.
